If  your 
room  size  does  not  appeay  in  this  table,  multiply  the  distance 
around  the  room  by  the  height  and  divide  by  35,  and  the 
result  gives  you  the  number  of  single  rolls  of  side  Avail  required. 
Next  multiply  the  length  by  Avidth  and  divide  by  35,  and  the 
result  will  give  you  the  number  of  rolls  of  ceiling  required. 
The  distance  around  the  room  denotes  the  amount  of  border. 
Always  deduct  from  your  side  Avail  figures  one  single  roll  for 
each  two  average  sized  openings. 

Order  by  pattern  number  only,  stating  the  number  of 
single  rolls  of  Avail  and  ceiling  and  yards  of  border  desired. 
Be  sure  to  Avrite  out  plainly  full  name  and  address.
